>I am just getting started with PICs (still waiting for the parts to arrive) 
>and ordered a 16F872 along with the 'F84s. The 16F8xx series look pretty 
>cool, what with all the AD converters and all. Is there a good programmer 
>available to the homebrewer for said chip? There seem to be a lot of 
>different programmers (software portion) out there. 


Folks like Microchip will sell you all the programmers 
you want. As for home-made ones, no, because they're new. 
If you check the programming document (available from 
Microchip's web site) you'll see that the programming 
algorithm is identical to the 16F84. It would be very 
easy to make a programmer that supported both - why not 
try it? 


There are many programmers because people have tried 
different approaches to the problem. Microchip started 
the ball rolling with their own (in)famous Application 
Note 589, which described a very simple 16C84 programmer. 
Others have built on the AN589 design, adding hardware 
or software to add features, making it simpler, making 
it more robust, and adding support for other processors, 
not just 16[CF]84.

I added an on-board dummy 
load/wattmeter circuit. It added 34 cents to the cost of the rig. I 
measure the voltage across the dummy load with a DVM, then calculate the 
power. It's just as inaccurate as the $50 models! 

I guess I have a bad attitude about wattmeters. My feeling is that +- 50% is 
close enough. If you want a powerful (qrp) signal, then forget wattmeters 
and go work on the antenna!

Now, there is absolutely nothing wrong with the Oak Hills WM-2 or the 
Diamond SWR/Pwr meters...but the cost certainly is higher. And, after 
all, seldom do we REALLY need lab grade test equipment for this hobby. 
(The key word here, folks, is H-0O-B-B-Y.) 


I did test the Radio Shack SWR/Pwr meter (21-534) that lists for about 
$30. While it looks nice, it is frequency sensitive..... caled it for 5 
watts FS on 80 meters and at 10 meters it was off scale!!! Definitely 
not what we need in a piece of test gear. I may do some more 
experimentation with this unit and find out if there is a simple, cost 
effective way to improve the calibration. For $30 it would be a nice

GORAN: 
I know the article you were talking about. It came out about the same time 
mine on NWQRP-L was published. Mine is similar and a bit easier to use. 


WIRE: I take 100 ft of #18 speaker wire and separate the two wires. 


SPREADERS: I use the 3/8in ID / 1/2in OD plastic tubing used for water 
systems in the hardware store-comes in 5ft lengths at HOME DEPOT. I cut it in 
4 inch pieces (about 25 pieces) and drill a hole 1/2 inch from each end just 
large enuff to pass the wire thru snuggly. I then feed the two wires thru all 
the spreaders. 


TOP SPREADER: This is 1/2 inch pve or 5/8 inch hardwood dowel 5 inches long. 
Drill two holes 1/2 inch and 1 inch from each end. Pass the wires thru the 
inner two holes. 


ASSEMBLY: First set the top spreader. measure out 66 ft wire (each side) 
above top spreader. Make one loop around the dowel and then pass the end thru 
the outer hole (do both sides) This locks the top wire in place. You can 
shorten or lengthen each side just by loosening the loop on the dowel. 


Secure the top spacer to some object so you can pull the two wires (feed 
line) out and attach to something. Slide the spacers along the wires to 
evenly space them out along the length (about 18 inches or so) For portable 
and temp operations these are secured in place using a rubber band slipped 
over each end of the plastic spacers holding the spacers snuggly in place. 
You can use small pieces of wire ti tie wrap them in for a longer period. 


END INSULATORS: You can use the same type tubing as for the spacers or the 


wood doweling or pvc. 


CONNECTORS: I use RCA or wire nuts on the ends of my portable antenna or just 
tin the wire and attach to the ATU. 


The advantage of the speaker wire is it cheap and insulated and you normally 
have the two wires color coded. The use of insulated wire lessens the affects 
of wind and moisture. 


If you plan to use smaller dipoles you can scale back the length based upon 
expected feed length, antenna heiht and leg length. TOTAL COST less than $20. 


When you are done, remove the rubberbands (or tie wraps) and slide the 
spacers to one end and coil up the wire--Hope this helps Alan KB7MBI

For some time, I have been interested in the Bisquare antenna, and 
attempted to put one up using my 50ft vertical as the centre support. 
The final configuration looks more like a Delta loop, with the top 
open. I forget the exact length of each element, but that is irrelivant 
for this discussion. Suffice it to say, that I have up as much wire in 
each element as the physical space will allow. The antenna is fed with 
a short length of 3000hm twinlead to a choke balun, and is force fed 
with the antenna tuner in my K2. On 20 meters and up, the loop/bisquare 
is generally 2 sunits better than the vertical. On 30meters and lower 
the vertical usually wins. 


My questions are these: 


1 - is there any advantage to closing the gap at the top so I am running 
it as a full loop. If so, why. 


2 - is there an advantage to my current situation over the loop, so I 
should just leave well enough alone? 


3 - should I make provision via relay or what have you to be able to 
close the top in some circumstances, and open in others?

Geomagnetic disturbances are measured by a network of instruments around 
the earth and averaged EVERY 3 HOURS. This measurement is known as the 
K-Index. Then, at the end of the UTC day, all the 3-hour K-indexes 

are averaged to become the A-index (although, different scaling). 


Thus, the K-index tells you more or less what's happenin' NOW, 
and the A-Index tells you what the entire planet experienced YESTERDAY.

With the talk about watt meters I thought I would let you guys know about 
the MFJ-816 meter. It is an HF watt meter with a 300/30 watt settings. 

I wanted it to drag back and forth to my truck when I am checking my 
mobile antenna's. When I bought it I noticed it had an adjustable 
settings knob that went past the 300 watt range to the left and past the 
30 watt setting to the right. The 300 watt setting is at 10 o'clock and 
the 30 watt setting is at 2 o'clock. It will adjust from about 7 o'clock 
around to 5 o'clock. 


I have never needed anything less than 30 watts until last fall when this 


thing called qrp caught my attention. Well one night a buddy and were on 
75m phone I decided to measure the range of the pot and calculate where 
to set it for a 3 watt reading. So we did and at about the 4 o'clock 
position it gives a 3 watt reading and I have checked it with 2 other 
meters. It will even go into the miliwatt range because when I built my 
SMK-1 it is what I used just to check for rf output. Its cheap, small, 
and has tick marks right down to 1 watt. I believe its 35.00 new and not 
to many people know about it.

Here is what 
happened to me last night. It started at 0100 when I checked into the 
New England QRP Net. Detroit to NE on 80 meters in the middle of summer 
is not too bad. I think all of the check ins could hear me and I had no 
problem with NCS WQ1RP or K1CL and W1PID. 


Went up to 20 meters to see if I could get the fox. Lots of hounds from 
7 land but no fox. So I went down to 14.02 to see how's the DX is 
doing. Heard IK4PLW calling CQ with no one answering. So I called. 

Got a 339 from Franco in Ravenna. Back to the fox. Still hounds but no 
fox. Went back down the band. Found AP2J3Z calling and no takers. Gave 
hima call. Got at 339 from John for a new country. Went back to check 
on the fox. Still no fox but I hear LZ2RS calling CQ QRP with a real 
solid 579 signal and nobody answering him. I have worked Rumi before on 
15 meters with both of us at QRP, but I was not sure I had on 20 

meters. I just had to tell him about his great signal. We exchanged 
579's and Rumi suggested that we reduce power. So we went from 5w to 1w 
to 500mw to 100mw with solid copy all the way. Rumi could not go any 
lower than 100mw but I tried 50mw and he still had Q5 copy. This is way 
cool. The two of us chatting away like a couple of QRO guys one at 
100mw and the other at 50mw. Rumi was using a K2 and a HB 2 element 
beam. I used my old Ten Tec Triton IV into my only antenna a 105 ft 
dipole at 35 feet, center fed with window line, and tuned with a MFJ 971 
QRP tuner. 


Gotta go check the miles per watt but not to bad for this terrible solar 
cycle that we are suffering with. ;0)

OK - I read the whole article in QST last night. The night before I must 
have just looked at the pictures :-) 


So it seems that I have to come up with pot settings for various power 
levels in order for the Wattmeter to maintain accuracy. Son of a gun - it 
works! I came up with a 200uA meter movement and was able to calibrate two 
settings. I figured I only really care about accuracy in the 0 - 2 Watt 
range. Anything QRO (2-5W) I can use other means to guesstimate. 


I seem to now have one setting for O- .5 or so watts and another for 0-2W. 
I tried these two settings on all my little toys and it appears to be 
accurate and consistent with my calculated measurements. So maybe we don't 
have to spend a lot for that muffler (I mean Wattmeter) . 


Give it try!

in the near field of the antenna on the fundamental frequency, the 
open-circuit at the end is reflected as a short circuit at the antenna 
end. At the second-harmonic, the stub is 1/2-wave long so the open end 
reflects as an open circuit and has no effect.

One other thing I haven't seen anyone else mention. 

When you use the bisquare open at the top, it is vertically polarized. This 
gives you low angle radiation compared to a dipole at the midway height of 
the antenna. 

When you close the loop at the top and feed at the bottom, you now have a 
horizontally polarized loop antenna, with an effective height of the 
midpoint again. Generally this gives a very high angle takeoff. 

You might put these differences to your advantage.

Another thought about the relay you might use to close the top of the loop. 
You could use the antenna wires themselves to carry current to the relay 
windings. Use rf chokes at the top to keep the relay from loading the 
antenna. Use a relay with two sets of contacts and wire them in series, as 
you will be at a point of high rf voltage. A weatherproof container will 
also be necessary.

HI Gang, 


I have seen the following type of statement several times in regards to 
using Spectrogram. 


>I have used Spectrogram several times to set the filters, but never had 
>been quite satisfied with the results. It's a bit hard to get it just 
right 

>when uSing an on-air signal. 


So I thought I'd toss into the mix what I do with it. I've had very 
satisfactory results. It does require the use of a second rig. So here is 
the process. 


1. I have the sidetone on the K2 set at 700 Hz and the sidetone on the 
TS-570s set at 800 Hz. These are simply my preferences. Pick what you 
want. 


2. Hook up Spectrogram to the TS-570s. 


3. Transmit from the K2 into a dummy load and zero beat the signal on the 
TS-570s. This is real easy with Spectrogram hooked up to the TS-570s as 
I only have to match the 800 Hz signal. So even if the VFO calibration 
is off a bit on either rig you get the right setting. Plus, I'm not going 
to be off by 50 Hz because I can't hear the tone just right. I've always 
had problems with the OHR instructions to adjust to a nice mellow 800 hz 
tone. 


4. Now switch over so that Spectrogram is hooked up to the K2. Don't 
change the frequency setting on either rig. 


5. Transmit from the TS-570s into a dummy load and proceed to adjust the 
filters on the K2 so that they are centered on the 700 Hz signal. 


The only critical feature is that you have to be sure that the offset on 
the reference rig, in my case the TS 570s is correct. I used the same 
basic idea last week to readjust the offset and BFO on my OHR 100A and am 
much happier with the results. You can use the idea to adjust the DSW 
rigs as well. If fact I suspect there are few rigs that you could not 


improve the alignment of with Spectrogram. The key in setting the 
offset/filters or whatever is that when you are done you should be able 
to fix the VFO on both rigs and get the correct tone in each rig when 
transmitting from the other rig. You check the sidetone with Spectrogram.

> mounted one in a diecast box with a heat sink on the back. 


I don't know about that idea, but it has something to do with heat and 
so has the following RF power measurement idea. It is a simple DC bridge 
circuit to measure low-level RF power. 


You need one glass-encapsulated NTC bead, which is the hard part :-( 


Looking into the RF input of the circuit there are three resistors in 
parallel. One is the NTC. The other two are 150 Ohm fixed. At the far 
ends they are bypassed for RF. The NTC and one of the 150 Ohm resistors 
also make up one arm of a DC bridge circuit. The second 150 Ohm resistor 
is in the null detector leg, i.e. in series with the microA null meter 
for bridge balance. 


Complete the bridge circuit with two other resistors of equal value. 


Supply the bridge with a variable DC voltage (series pot or finely 
adjustable supply). Vary the bridge supply until you find the null. The 
NTC heats up from the DC current in the bridge arm and will reach 150 
Ohm at a certain supply current, which is when the bridge is balanced. 
Note the DC current. 


Now supply a little RF to the RF input. This is dissipated in the three 
resistors (2x150 Ohm fixed and the NTC also at 150 Ohm in parallel, 
hence the total input resistance for RF is 50 Ohm). Readjust DC supply 
downwards until new null found. Note the new, lower DC current. 


Do the math. Slow, but should be good for mW's and less. 
Disclaimer: I didn't invent this.
